Some  lots,  how- 
ever, in  practically  all  the  barreled  vr.rteties  showed  varying 
am.ounts  of  scald,  but  the  appl.es  .that  .were:  packed  In  -shredded  oiled 
paper  were  almost  .free  of  scal.d.     There  were  mimerous  slacks  among  ■ 
the  JTew  York  barreled  offe.ring.s.     Slacks  sell,  a-t.  a.  discount  of  25 
cents  to  50  cents  a  barrel  and.  scalded  apples  are.  discounted,  in'  pro- 
portion to  the^  amount  of  scald;  dam.age.        ■  .  .  ...
